The first Women’s Institute was organized in Ontario on February 
berta Branch was organized 
at Lea Park. In the early spring of 1928 al ladies of Irma and dis- 
trict decided that_a women’s organization was needed in this commun- 
ity, One of these ladies, Mrs. Bert Long, had previously belonged to a 
W.I. so suggested starting a Branch here. 

After correspénding with the A,W.I’s Provincial Secretary, and 
getting organization information and material, a meeting was held. at 
the ‘home of Mrs. Schonert on March 7, 1928. It was decided to form a 
Branch and it was hamed “Irma.” 

‘Unfortunately the minute book for the first four years has béen 
lost but with the aid of the Treasurer’s account book and the help of 
members I havé tried to putt together the early history of our Branch. 

At this first meeting Mrs, Cole was elected President, Mrs. Saraty 
Matheson, Secretary-Treasurer and the Directors were Mrs. Long, Mrs. 
Milburn and Mrs. Schonert. Charter members were Mrs. Cole, Mrs. Ren- 


‘wick, Mrs. Schonert, Mrs. Asquin, Mrs, Hassie, Mrs. Blade, Mrs. Dick 


Larson, Mrs, B. Long, Mrs. Matheson; Mrs. Fischer, Mrs. Maguire and 
Mrs, Milburn. Dues, as now, were fifty cents. Later that year Mrs. P. E; 
Jones, Mrs. Wm. Stewart, Mrs. J. Rae, Mrs. E. Ray, Mrs. Ina Knudson, 
Mrs. Thurston, Mrs, Wm. Barber, Mrs: Charter, Mrs. Brooks and Mrs. 
Murray joined also, giving a membership of 22. 

At the organization meeting there were no Provincial, District or 
Constituency officers present but in September of that first year Mrs. 
A. H. Rogers paid an official-visit to the Branch. ia 

During 1928 $5.00 was donated for prizes at‘ the local Fair and a 
Bazaar was held: in Kiefer’s Hall, proceeds. being. $115.40... ; 

At the beginning of 1929 the membership increased and we find’ 
that the Branch was very active. The first big undertaking was the New 


' Year’s Dance, the music fot which cost $20.00, Hall rent $15.00, mis- 


cellaheous expenses $4.35 and the net proceeds $36.00. 

» Mrs. J. Rae was sent as delegate to the Constituency Conference at 
Wainwright and the members had Cook Books printed. These contained 
favorite recipes sent in by’ members and: friends, also advertising ‘by 
local merchants. These. sold for 60c at first but the last of them were 


_ sold several years later for 15c. Another bazaar was ‘planned and held, 
the proceeds being $94.52. Flowers and fruit were'sent to sick members 
"and their immediate families then, as now, although for’ financial rea< 


sons we have had to cut down on the flowers, I noticed a sale of pencils
